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Council To Poll 


Not totally satisfied that 
they have heard from a typi¬ 
cal cross-section of Sierra 
Madre residents, the City 
Council at its adjourned 
meeting Monday evening de¬ 
cided to poll the community 
to smoke out those who are 
happy with Teleprompter’s 
service as well as those who 
are disgruntled. 

Their decision was to send 
a card with at least 20 un¬ 
biased questions to everyone 


on the city water bill print¬ 
out. 

When they realized the fol¬ 
lowing day that the water 
bills go only to single dwell¬ 
ings and are not sent to con¬ 
dominiums or apartment 
houses, Mayor Elaine Ru¬ 
dolph decided they would use 
the water list and augment 
it with the voter index which 
would pick up many of the 
names missing from the pre¬ 
vious listing. 


Council members will meet 
this evening (Thursday) to 
begin the task of writing un¬ 
biased questions to be sent 
on the card, the Mayor said. 

“Each council member will 
bring 20 questions to the 
meeting and we will work 
out the set from those,” she 
explained. 

Both those persons who 
are unhappy and those who 
are happy with the service 
supplied by Teleprompter 


Residents About TV Quality 


Cable Co. are urged by the 
Mayor to return the cards. 
“I appeal to those who are 
pro and con to give us a 
total picture of how the com¬ 
munity feels about Tele- 
prompter,” she added. 

There will not be any re¬ 
solution for next Tuesday’s 
council meeting, however, 
since it will take next week 
to send out the cards and a 
week to receive those return¬ 
ing with answers to the coun¬ 


cil members. 

At that point in time, the 
Mayor said, they hope for an 
immediate analysis. 

The original idea to mail 
the cards to those on the 
water bill listing came from 
Tom Edwards, but it was 
not the only idea set forth 
by City Council members 
Monday evening. 

Mayor Rudolph suggested 
hiring a professional tele¬ 
phone polling company to 


sample a cross-section of the 
city within the next week. 
She had quotes of $3000 
from one company to do the 
work and $5000 from another 
company. 

If hired, one would send 
unbiased pollsters into the 
community to call a cross- 
section of Sierra Madre and 
ask the 20 questions which 
the company would write. 
Analysis would be compiled, 
by the professionals, also. 


Charles Corp had another 
idea and quipped, “I’m not 
sure a poll taker would be 
safe on the streets of Sierra 
Madre.” 

He was serious when he 
pointed out that the cable 
TV system is not “a mag¬ 
nificent system about to 
flower. Many citizens are not 
getting service or good treat¬ 
ment from the company. Why 
not try a referendum since 
we’re about to have a muni¬ 


cipal election?” 

What would that cost be? 
According to the CityClerk 
Marie Warfel, the cost would 
be close to the same, per¬ 
haps more in the area of 
$7000, she approximated. 
Compared with a probable 
cost of about $500 besides 
printing the card poll, $7000 
seemed like a large outlay 
of city funds.

Liskow and his wife, Gin- 
ny, chose Sierra Madre for 
their home because they “fell 
in love” with the community 
as soon as the saw it. 

Liskow is a Louisianan 
who is most recently from 
Alaska for four years on the 
counsel for four years on the 
Alaska pipeline (Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Co.)

A change was need¬ 
ed as we go with the new 
phase.”

Eight Take Out Papers for 3 
Sierra Madre City Council Seats 
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Merchants question 
merit of filming 


Several merchants In Sierra Madre have 
registered discontent with the presence of 
movie and commercial filming where valuable 
parking spaces are taken for a day or two. 

Kerstlng Court merchants have been 
particularly vocal, insisting that they do less 
business when movie companies are around. 
Other business people believe the presence of 
famous faces In downtown Sierra Madre 
brings curious people downtown and that 
might lead to more business In the city. 

How do Sierra Madre fees stack up 
against other cities in the San Gabriel Valley? 
The fees seem to depend upon whether or 
not cities wish to encourage the companies 
and San Marino definitely wants to discour¬ 
age visitors. 

According to a spokesperson at San 
Marino City Hall, Lacy Park costs $1000 per 
day. To film on the streets In San Marino, 
companies must be willing to put out $2500 
daily. 

The spokesperson notes that much reve¬ 
nue has been lost from the filming within the 
past year and points to a drop from $35,000 
to about $10,000 in revenue this year. 

She cited traffic problems and evasion 
of privacy as reasons why San Marians would 
rather not entertain the companies. 

Pasadena charges $100 for application 
fee and $420.76 per diem for filming on pri¬ 
vate property. On public property, they charge 
$516 per diem. Of course, It costs $777.42 to 
film in the city chambers. 

Beverly Hills charges $516.50 per diem and 
Santa Monica is next with $400 for filming, 
$100 per diem for still photography. 

Arcadia and Covina filming fees are $100 
per diem with no application fee. Los Angeles 
charges $100 per diem for filming exteriors 
and parks, $150 per diem for interiors. Their 
application fee is $60. 

But how much is Sierra Madre? We charge 
no application fee; however, filming fee is 
$200 the first aay, $75 per diem thereafter. 

The cities’ coffers are not the only drop 
for money, however. For each policeman and/ 
or fireman used to control traffic, a charge of 
$12.60 per hour each is levied. 

Other area cities charge roughly that 
same amount, a little more or a little less. 

Now the real question: is it worth it to 
Sierra Madre merchants to put up with some 
inconvenience so that the city can be a little 
richer? 

According to a Sierra Madre City Hall 
spokesperson, an estimated $2000 • $3000 
was paid to the city by filming companies 
within the past year. 

Complaints? Two complaints from one 
merchant and a complaint form another mer¬ 
chant. “All triviality,” the spokesperson says. 

Chief Bill Betts explains they call such 
duty “a wash” and reiterated that the com¬ 
panies pay the city the total cost for the 
officers — salary, handling and Insurance. 

“Sometimes it’s a little difficult to pull 
an officer off a regular city assignment, how¬ 
ever,” the chief says. “I support the mer¬ 
chants so far as I can. There’s a limit to the 
inconvenience, particularly to the impact of 
their businesses. ”
